The evidence that all colds are in - 
factions and that without the 
presence of infection it is impossible 
to catch a cold is probably far 
stronger than most medical men 
real! 

(.'olds are almost unknown in tho 
Arctic Circle, not on account of the 
action of the continuous cold, but 
because the greater part of that 
region is uninhabited. When Sir 
William Conway and his men were 
exploring Spitsbergen, though they 
were exposed to great privations 
an 1 were almost constantly wet 
through, they never caught cold, 
but directly they came down to 
Androe's settlement on the coist, 

where some forty men were living 

in almost OOHStant intercourse with 
the mainland, they all developed 
violent colds. Nansen and his men 
never caught a cold during all tho 
three years of his voyage, notwith- 
standing the ut most exposure, bul 
directly they reached civilization 
on the coast of Norway, though still 
within the Arctic Circle, they all 
suffered badly from colds 

The weather is not always keen 
and bracing in the Arctic regions; 
during the Summertime, in Fraaz 
Josef Land at any rate, it is ex- 
ceedingly damp, and raw mist-laden 
east winds prevail; \et the members 
of the Jackson Ilarinswort h expedi- 
tion never caught a cold there, 
though all but two of them did so 

directly they reached civilisation. 

Mori' noteworthy still were Con- 
way's experiences in the Himalay- 
as. While among the mountains 
he and his men, notwithstanding 
great exposure, never caught colds; 

nor did they even when they 

visited the small remote nativ 

: but when they came down to 
a village where there was a small 

European settlement tncommunl 

tion with the outer world, they all 
took bad colds. Nor is it only in 
the Arctic regions and among high 
mountains that colds are absent; 
the same immunity from them is 
noticeable during long sea vo\ 
and when camping out in the de- 
sert ; and still more unexpectedly, 
iu the best open-air sanitariums, 
such as Nordraoh, where the venti- 
lation is practically perfect, it is 
found that the patients do not 
catch cold. There is, I believe. 
plenty of other evidence to show 

that there are places remote from 
ordinary human life where colds 
cannot be caught whatever the 
posure; probably many of your 
readers can bring forward in- 
state 

On the other hand, that ordinary 
colds are in the highest degree In 

feel ions is now becoming a matter 
ol common knowledge, and any 
medical man if he goes about with 
open eyes .•an colled evidence for 
himself. 1 have watched a cold 
pass from house to house, and have 
even traced it from one village to 
another, and have listened, not 
without some amusement, while the 
different sufferers from it have 
plained to mo just how they caught 
ascribing it to 'some open win- 
dow, change of garment, or other 

fancied imprudence. 1 know houses

Why have wo pleasure in perceiv- 
ing the beautiful? I think it is be- 
cause we ourselves are a part of the 
world and of tho universal beauty, 
and that in tho exterior harmony 
which we discover wo feel the just 
relations with our own harmony and 
in the perfect strnottiie of the 
universe we see a representation of 
our own perfect structure. 

If beauty touches us it is because 
at that moment we understand how 
we are part of the world and our 
mysterious connection therewith 
suddenly strikes us. 

With Plato there was purely a 
movement of moral admiration, and 
with the great Greek artists, judging 
from the works t hey have left us, 
we perceive that over life th. 
tho radiant Olympus. To-day it is 
not an analogous sentiment.
